The tension is running high 
at Merriman Elementary 
School in Romulus as election 
time draws near. On one hand 
is the ticket of Reagan-Bush, 
while Mondale and Ferraro 
prepare for their role as 
potential usurpers.

Carey vs. Dugan for supervisor

What looked to be a one-race 
election has suddenly doubled in 
size with the announcement that 
Huron Township Clerk Mary Lou 
Carey will be running as a write-

in candidate for the supervisor’s 
position against Ralph Dugan, 
who defeated the current super¬ 
visor, A.J. Haener if the August 
primary. 

Earlier this year, Carey par¬ 
ticipated in the election for state 
representative, which was de¬ 
clared void because of the redis¬ 
tricting controversy. In Septem¬ 
ber she was defeated in her bid 
for re-election in the Huron 
Township primary by Doris 
Davis by three votes. 

According to Carey, this latest 
bid to run wasn’t her idea. 

‘ ‘About 50 of my supporters got 
together and decided that the re¬ 
sidents should have a choice 
(Dugan is otherwise unopposed) 
in the election, and then came to 
me and asked me if I would be 
willing,” she explained. 

“I told them yes, but added 
that the campaign would be in 
their hands because I’m busy 


right now in the clerk’s position, 
and they agreed.” 

Dugan easily won the primary 
election against two fellow 
Democrats, incumbant A.J. 
Haener and Harold Ashby in Au¬ 
gust, and says he feels no real 
threat from Carey’s bid. 

“It doesn’t look very hopeful 
for her, at least that’s my opin¬ 
ion,” said Dugan. “She’s run for 
three different offices so far this 
year — I think that may be some 
kind of record.” 

Both candidates expressed the 
hope that more of Huron 
Township’s 6,000 registered vo¬ 
ters will come out ot the polls 
Nov. 6. In August, less than one- 
fifth cast their ballots, making it 
one of the slowest voter turnouts 
in the township’s history. 

While admitting she “would be 
very honored” to win the seat for 
supervisor,” Carey said, “and 
I’ve been hearing good things. A 


Lyons and Davis campaign 
for Huron cierk 9 s position

The race for Huron Township 
clerk was the only race not de¬ 
cided (prior to Mary Lou 
Carey’s write-in campaign for 
supervisor) in the August prim¬ 
ary, since candidate Vicky 
Lyons is the only Republican 
that filed for office. Her oppo¬ 
nent is Doris Davis, a Demo¬ 
crat who defeated incumbent 
Carey by three votes. 

Lyons, 30, has attended “all 
but two or three’’ township 
board meetings in the last two 
years, she says, and has been a 
resident of Huron for 10 years. 

“Going to the meetings,” 
Lyons said, “it has seemed to 
me that the citizens aren’t real¬ 
ly listened to when they speak 
up, and I don’t think that’s 
right. If elected I’ll strive for 
more interaction between the 
community and its residents. 

“It seems to me, that if 


someone takes the time and 
trouble to come to a meeting, 
they should be treated with 
more respect than I’ve seen a 
lot of people get,” Lyons said. 

Lyons first became well- 
known in the township when 
she headed up the Huron Val¬ 
ley Citizens Association, a 
large group which has been — 
at least in part — responsible 
for keeping the infamous “air¬ 
port” landfill out of Huron. 

Davis, who is currently work¬ 
ing as a computer operator but 
has a legal background, says 
that she is “looking forward to 
working with the new township 
board, because you can’t really 
separate township issues (into 
‘clerk’ issues). 

“I think the people made it 
very clear in the (August) elec¬ 
tion that they want to see a 
broad change in local govern¬ 
ment,” Davis said. 

Davis says that although she 


hasn’t been at “a lot” of board 
meetings she “has been in¬ 
volved in township issues for 
years and is currently chair¬ 
person of the Zoning Board. 
“Simply being at the meetings 
doesn’t indicate understanding, 
any more than my not being at 
meetings indicates I haven’t 
been interested. It just means 
that I’ve been working full time 
afternoon shifts.” 

Davis maintains that she has 
a large support group “which 
has grown since the primary” 
and has a “good, overall view 
of the township and its work¬ 
ings.” 

Lyons says she “has been 
getting a very good response” 
from her door-to-door cam¬ 
paign, and says she is hoping 
for a large voter turnout, 
“which I think would be good 
for me, but would really be 
good for the community, to get 
out and become involved.” 


lot of it will depend on the turnout 
at the polls. I know I would do a 
good job if I am elected.” 

Dugan says he wants to ‘ ‘dispel 
any myths” that he doesn’t real¬ 
ly want the supervisor job. 

“If I didn’t want it, I never 
would have ran for it,” he says. 
“I want this position, and from 
what I can tell, the people of this 
town want a change, and they’re 
going to get it.” 

When asked to comment on 
rumors that he was planning to 
file a court injunction against 
Carey, claiming a possible 
tampering of ballots, Dugan was 
noncommittal, claiming that 
“there’s something wrong when 
a clerk that has been defeated is 
handling the absentee ballots, 
especially when she is herself in¬ 
volved again in the election.” 

According to Carey though, 
that kind of talk is going around 
“because some people want to 
try and discredit me. I never 
touch the absentee ballots, the 
deputy clerk does. When we took 
the sealed ballots — and they are 
sealed — to the post office, I 
wouldn’t even carry them in, I 
had someone else do it. And these 
people (who allegedly are 
spreading the rumors) know this 
very well, but I guess they like to 
sling mud.” 


Despite protests and con¬ 
cerns voiced by citizens during 
a 1 hour, 15-minute public hear¬ 
ing, the city council last Mon¬ 
day approved Romulus’ 
involvement in the Tax Incre¬ 
ment Finance Authority 
(TIFA). The vote was 5-1-1, 
with Councilman Junior Block 
casting the only “no” vote and 
Jimmie Raspberry abstaining. 

TIFA, also known as Public 
Act 450 of 1980, was signed into 
law by former Gov. William 
Milliken and is designed to 
“provide a redevelopment 
financing tool for cities 
throughout the state which suf¬ 
fer the effects of urban 
deterioration such as physical 
blight, declining tax base and 
unemployment,” according to 
the Michigan Department of 
Commerce. The amount of tax 
increment revenue available 
for a particular redevelopment 
project is determined by multi¬ 
plying the total tax rate of the 
city by the projected increase 
(over a two-year period) in 
assessed valuation. 

The purpose of the program 
is to encourage economic 
growth in the city, which would 
in turn stimulate employment 
and provide a bigger tax base, 
according to Romulus Com¬ 
munity Planning developer 
Richard Viskochil. 

The vast majority of those 
present for the public hearing 
left the council chambers dur¬ 
ing a recess prior to the start 
of the regular council meeting, 
and many of them seemed una¬ 
ware that the council would 
vote on the issue that night. 

Questions from the crowd 
were mostly of the cynical 
variety, and many expressed 
displeasure at the prospect of 
welcoming TIFA into the com¬ 
munity. 


“Taxes will not go up,” said 
Viskochil. “The name of the 
program is somewhat confus¬ 
ing to people. It sounds like it 
will raise taxes in increments, 
which it won’t.” 

According to statements read 
by council members, TIFA will 
“encourage economic growth 
without placing a tax burden on 
the citizens, to build public im¬ 
provements that are essential 
for business development to 
occur.” 

With TIFA, areas that may 
not be desirable to business be¬ 
cause of unpaved roads and 
poor or no sewer systems can 
be upgraded to draw 
businesses. Tax increment re¬ 
venues may only be used for 
public purposes, said Viskochil; 
and “corporations aren’t 
directly helped, but since the 
act induces them to build in 
Romulus, it helps the city.” 

Viskochil said that with 
TIFA, he “would not recom¬ 
mend the city council to give 
tax abatements to new develop- 
-ments in the program bound¬ 
aries.” Tax abatements, which 
induce businesses to build or 
remodel by removing them 
from the tax rolls for periods 
up to 12 years, have been a 
point of concern with some re¬ 
sidents lately, who have com¬ 
plained that the council hands 
them out too freely. 

Junior Block, who cast the 
lone “no” vote, said he “was 
not h&ppy with the answers 
(provided by planning consul¬ 
tants Dennis Meagher and Sal¬ 
ly Hodges). I think it affects 
too wide of an area and needs 
more clarification,” said Block. 
“It could affect schools and 
millages down the road. 

“It’s got its good points, but 
it’s got some bad ones too ... 
there’s a few bugs in it,” said 
Block.

7 charged in rest stop raid 


Michigan State Police have 
finalized six of the seven war¬ 
rants on the men most recently 
arrested at the rest area located 
at 1-275 and Cherry Hill in Canton 
Township for alleged homosex¬ 
ual activity. 

These latest arrests took place 
Oct. 18 during the third under¬ 
cover “sting” operation under¬ 
taken by state troopers at the 
rest stop since Sept. 20. This 
brings the total to 31 men 
arrested for “obscene behavior 
in a public place” and disorderly 
conduct. 

One of those arrested was 
Bates Henry Landis, 59, a resi¬ 
dent of Canton and former admi¬ 
nistrator with the Taylor school 
system until his retirement in 


June of 1983. Landis plead guilty 
during i^is preliminary examina¬ 
tion Monday and is scheduled for 
sentencing Jan. 8. 

Since both charges against 
those arrested are misde- 
meano’s, the maximum they 
could receive is a $100 fine and 90 
days in jau. 

Another of those arrested was 
Peter Deane, who reportedly 
told police he was a retired 
teacher and lab technician from 
the Wixom school district, but re¬ 
cords there failed to verify that. 
Deane is 37 years old. 

Also arrested were Glen Wal¬ 
ker, 28, a typesetter from Garden 
City; Anthony Campagna, 43, a 
salesman from Canton; 
Frederick Miller, 38, a Wayne 


factory worker; John Radke, 46, 
employed in “Erbin Revitaliza¬ 
tion” in Detroit. The name of the 
seventh man is expected to be re¬ 
leased later this week. 

Of those arrested in Septem¬ 
ber, Richard Buerk, 41, principal 
of Stevenson Junior High in 
Westland, has had a bench trial 
set for Nov. 26. Phillip Jenkins, 
vice-president of the Detroit Cen¬ 
ter for Creative Studies, will be 
back in court for trial on Dec. 20. 
The rest of the preliminary ex¬ 
aminations for those arrested in 
September will be on Nov. 8 in 
35th District Court in Canton. 

Of the total 31 men arrested, 
nine of them are currently or had 
previously worked in the educa¬ 
tion field.

Debunking the myth 



The following is the second in, 
a series of stories on tax 
assessments, reassessments, 
Board of Review. Tax Tribunal 
and other matters related to 
the levying of taxes within the 
City of Romulus. 

Many people believe the 
myth that the Assessor can 
raise assessments to increase 
tax revenues, so that the city 
does not have to increase the mil- 
lage rate. 

Does the assessor have the 
power to raise taxes? 

No! 

If assessors could raise tax 
dollars as many people think 
they can, then assessors would 
be the most powerful people in 
local governement, and all the 
city councils, mayors, county 
commissioners and administra¬ 
tors would come to the assessor 
to see how much money they 
could raise. However, it just 
doesn’t work that way. 

There are two new state acts 
that recently went into effect, 
beginning with the 1982 tax 


year. I would like to briefly ex¬ 
plain both of these acts. 

First, there is Act 213, P.A. 
1981, known as the “Truth in 
Assessing Rollback.’’ The pur¬ 
pose of this rollback is to en¬ 
courage assessors to assess 
property to 50 percent of the 
true cash value as required by 
law. 

The way it works is, if the 
total final overall “state equal¬ 
ized value” (SEV) exceeds the 
city’s “assessed value” (AV) 
then the maximum authorized 
tax rate is reduced so that the 
total city property tax revenue 
will not exceed that which 
would have been derived from 
the AV. 

The SEV is a result of the 
state multiplying the AV by an 
“eaualization factor.” So, in 
essence, if the assessor’s asses¬ 
sed values are factored, the city 
must roll back the millage rate, 
so that it cannot benefit from 
the increase from the AV to the 
SEV. 

The other Act is Act 5, P.A. 


1982, known as the “Truth in 
Taxation Rollback.” This Act 
requires that the operating mil¬ 
lage rate levied in the prior 
year must be rolled back in 
proportion to the increase in 
the current year’s SEV. This 
rolled back millage rate is re¬ 
ferred to as the ‘‘base tax 
rate”. The city cannot levy a 
rate higher than the base tax 
rate without a “Notice of Pub¬ 
lic Hearing on Increasing Prop¬ 
erty Taxes” being published in 
the newspaper, a public hear¬ 
ing taking place, and city coun¬ 
cil voting on the increase be¬ 
tween the base tax rate and the 
tax rate being requested. 

Therefore, the city is unable 
to realize an increase in prop¬ 
erty tax revenue unless the 
citizens are afforded a hearing 
and it is approved by city 
council. 

So, there are two separate 
checks on the city. One is to be 
sure that the assessor is doing 
his job and not purposely deriv-

ing low assessments and blam¬ 
ing the state for increasing the 
assessments with a factor, but 
penalizes the city by only 
allowing it to collect taxes 
based onthe assessed value 
rather than the state equalized 
value. The other check is, if the 
new proposed millage rate will 
exceed the base tax rate it 
must be brought before the tax¬ 
payers and city council for 
approval. 

EPA files 

charges 

against 

firm 

The U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA), Region 
V, announced last week that they 
have filed a civil administrative 
action against PBM Enterprises 
of Romulus. 

The complaint against PBM 
proposes a penalty of $62,250 and 
charges that the facility — lo¬ 
cated at 10100 Harrison — 
violated Federal regulations re¬ 
garding the generation and stor¬ 
age of hazardous waste con¬ 
tained in the Resource Conserva¬ 
tion and Recovery Act. 

PBM Enterprises allegedly 
has failed to meet particular re¬ 
quirements of RCRA relating to 
the accumulation of hazardous 
waste for a period greater than 
90 days without interim status or 
a permit, and has stored the 
hazardous waste in an environ- 
mentally unsafe manner, 
charges the EPA. 

PBM Enterprises has the right 
to request that the EPA hold a 
settlement conference and a 
hearing to discuss the charges. 
The company must make such a 
request by November 15, 1984.

Diabetes screening consists 
of a simple blood test. Results 
are not given at the test site.

Diabetes testing is not in¬ 
tended for people already di¬ 
agnosed as diabetics nor is it 
encouraged for people under 
the age of 18. The American Di¬ 


abetes Association recommends 
participation by people who have 
experienced any of the following 
symptoms: excessive thirst, 
blurred vision, frequent urina¬ 
tion or rapid weight loss. 

For best results, a meal high 
in carbohydrates with large 
amounts of starches and sugars 
should be eaten two hours be¬ 
fore the test. Breakfast cpuld 
be fruit or juice, cereal with 
milk and sugar, and two slices 
of unbuttered toast with jelly. 
Those planning to take the test 
in the afternoon should eat a 
lunch of soup, sandwich, pie 
and a glass of milk. Nothing 
else should be eaten before the 
test. 

The tests are important in 
discovering the estimated 
200,000 people in Michigan who 
have diabetes, but are unaware 
of their illness.

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'Working Circle’ begins group sessions for unemployed

Unemployed workers will find 
more than reading material in 
the library when “A Working 
Circle” begins its group sessions 
Monday, Oct. 29. 

Designed to ease workers back 
into the marketplace through job 
search training the program will 
assist a group of 6-15 members 
every Monday and Wednesday 
from 9:30 a.m. to 12 noon in job 
search strategies, survival 
needs, employability skills, re¬ 
sume writing, as well as provide 


counseling, medical and legal in¬ 
formation. 

“A Working Circle” is an ex¬ 
tension of the Communication 
and Information system for the 
Unemployed (CISU), a state- 
sponsored program. 

“It is a very sophisticated con¬ 
cept,” Veronica Johnson, the ci¬ 
ty’s library director said. “It 
would help anyone because it is 
tailored to their specific needs.” 

Begun this past spring in other 
communities, “A Working Cir¬ 
cle” is the first program for the 
unemployed available in this 


area, according to Johnson. 

The Inkster library and the 
Henry Ford Centennial Library 
are the only cites currently avail¬ 
able to the residents. 

Participants will not only re¬ 
ceive technical advise from 
trained facilitators, in this case, 
Johnson, but can view current 
Michigan Employment Security 
Commission microfiche job list¬ 
ings or job search telecasts on 
the Working Channel. 

The channel, on WTVS (Chan¬ 
nel 56) is part of the CISU prog¬ 
ram aimed at dispensing in¬ 
formation to the unemployed via 
the television medium. 

Job search telecasts are avail¬ 
able four times daily. Themes 
such as the MESC job show, 
which explains the commission’s 
offerings, the Labor Hour, which 
deals with a live panel discussion 
of labor issues, and Survival Tip 


Line, designed to announce prog¬ 
rams available in health, hous¬ 
ing, transportation and utility 
assistance, are features. 

The participant’s marketable 
skills will be highlighted in the 
sessions and emphasis will be 
placed on volunteer work as a 
means of gaining full-time em¬ 
ployment. 

“We cannot guarantee them a 
job but we’re going to do our best 
to put them in a position of confi¬ 
dence to go out and find a job,” 
Johnson said. 

According to Kathleen Bruton, 
CISU Supervisor for Wayne 
County, placing the participant 
in the right frame of mind for job 
hunting is important. 

“We have to build on motiva¬ 
tion necessary to allow them to 
go out and do these things,” she 
explained. “The basic belief is 
that seeking a job is a job in itself 


and regular hours should be put 
into it.” 

The goal of CISU and subse¬ 
quently, “A Working Circle” is to 
get the appropriate information 
to people in a timely fashion, 
according to Bruton. 

•"In an effort to meet this aim, 
CISU recruited private indus¬ 
tries to participate in their prog¬ 
ram — the UAW is one such orga¬ 
nization that provides retraining 
in cooperation with Ford and GM 
for laid off workers. 

Approximately 25-30 Working 
Circles are now operating in 


Southeastern Michigan. 

The project’s effectiveness has 
yet to be guaged since it is still in 
its infancy but records indicate 
that more than 100 unemployed 
workers have been serviced 
through the program in other 
cities. 

Unemployed, or even under¬ 
employed, workers, are wel¬ 
comed to join the group by reg¬ 
istering at the library or calling 
563-1144. 

A maximum of 15 participants 
will be accepted in a group.

’84 as voters go to the polls next Tuesday to 
decide the fate not only of various candi¬ 
dates for public offices but also of several 
and local ballot proposals.

Police plea 

To the Editor: 

I would like to address an 
issue which is not Democrat or 


Republican but is the present 
and future safety of the com¬ 
munity in which we live. This 
is critical to the growth of our 
community and our ability to 
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promote Van Buren Township. 

Two years ago, the township 
board decided to develop and 
expand a professional police 
department. Over the past two 
years, numerous accomplish¬ 
ments have been made. Some 
of these are as follows: Cars 
have been put back together 
and are on patrol, officers now 
have complete uniforms, poli¬ 
cies and procedures have been 
established, a chain of com¬ 
mand has been established, 
training for the officers has 
been implemented and a pro¬ 
fessional full service police de¬ 
partment now provides service 
to the township residents and 
businesses 24 hours a day. 

However, over the past two 
years, the department has ex¬ 
perienced a 72 percent increase 
in the demand for service and 
demand for additional enforce¬ 
ment on Belleville Lake; and 
presently operates on only a 
$344,000 budget to cover this 
township of 36 square miles 
and nearly 20,000 residents. As 
the amount of crime countinues 
to rise so do the costs of fight¬ 
ing that crime.

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Espionage, conspiracy, murder . .. stuff 
of the latest spy thriller? No, topics taken 
right from the pages of the newspapers of 
our day. 

“Second gunman hit Pope in ’81 ...” the 
Saturday Free Press headlines boldly 
asserted. This latest report concerning the 
attempt on the life of Pope John Paul is not 
unique. “Iranian hostages ...” “Reagan 
shot,” “Israel Olympic athletes held,” 
“Bobby Kennedy murdered,” “President 
killed in Dallas,” “Rev. King gunned down,” 
... all these are now part of our history. 

Currently we read of war, spying, anti¬ 
government rebels and the CIA in Nicar¬ 
agua and throughout Central America. Then 
we have the Mafia disclosures in Italy and 
the John Paul II conspiracy. 

Basic journalism teaches, “Who. what, 
how, where, when and why” and get it all in 
the first paragraph. The answers to those 
questions when directed to the aforemen¬ 
tioned incidents will probably never really 
be known. Often, an individual or a small 
group is offered up in answer to the outcry 
for justice. Consider Oswald, Sirhan Sirhan, 
General Ver of the Phillipines and his under¬ 
lings in the murder of Marcos’ political foe, 
Beningno Aquino. 

We describe the individuals or groups 
“brought to justice” as radicals, insane, ter¬ 
rorists or obsessed. Let us remember, 
however, that people do things for reasons. 
We may consider the “reasons” illogical, de¬ 
viate, insane or irrational, but let me sug¬ 
gest that they all had a reason, and it made 
sense to those involved. 

There exists a world into which most of us 
will never gain. I fear, significant insight. 
That world holds answers. Answers as to 
whether those now infamous perpetrators 
did truly “act alone”, were simply “insane” 
or were representing other “interests”, 
identities unknown. 

We don’t really have to look for suspects 
when it comes to other “interests” ... how 
about the KGB ? Mafia ? PLO? IRA? They all 
wear black hats, right? Well, you might even 
try looking at a few of the guys who wear 
white (well, maybe gray) hats, too, like the 
CIA, FBI, OPEC, the World Bank and sever¬ 
al well-known international corporations. 

What, we might ask, are those interests? 
That’s easy. Try money, profit, invest¬ 
ments, power, influence and control. 


Perhaps it would be best if freedom of 
speech did not exist. Perhaps we don't really 
want to know of international intrigue ... too 
depressing, too frightening, too threatening 
and very unsettling. Why don’t we just 
accept at face value the public statements 
issued by world leaders, both ours and 
theirs. 

Consider how many find the revelations 
concerning the involvement of Bulgaria, the 
Soviet Union and citizens of Turkey in the 
attempt on the life of the Pope embarrasing 
and threatening. Certainly it’s disturbing to 
the interests of many. 

I’m reminded of my brief conversation 
with the ambassador to the United States 
from Lebanon. As part of the government 
affairs conference in Washington a few 
years ago, we were invited to visit the 
Lebanese embassy. I asked, before the 
Lebanese group, about the death of young 
President Amin Genayel's brother in a then- 
recent assassination. The answer I received 
was vague and political. 

Later, I cornered the ambassador and 
pressed the subject. While his public answer 
had been that, “an investigation was under¬ 
way,” and they “did not know” who was re¬ 
sponsible, privately, one on one, he confes¬ 
sed that his government knew who was in¬ 
volved, but that they could not afford to con¬ 
front them amidst their struggle for sta¬ 
bility. 

There seems always to be the story ... and 
then the real story. 

The Warren Commission says Lee Harvey 
Oswald acted alone. How many believe 
that? We sold the Panama Canal to promote 
harmony in the region. It had nothing to do 
with banking interests or the design to build 
a new canal through Nicaragua, right? 
Right. 

People do things for reasons. That in¬ 
cludes individuals, assassins and govern¬ 
ments. Too often, the reasons are to protect 
interests which most of us know very little 
about. Without a dedicated, free press, we 
most certainly never will. 

It is not my desire or intent to encourage a 
“Communist under every rock” type of 
mind set, nor to add to the mistrust pollsters 
have spoken of regarding all of societies’ 
leaders. I do not advocate face-value accept¬ 
ance of statements and explanations of * ‘offi-

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The cost of a police car has 
increased nearly $4,300 in the 
last 4 years and we presently 
have three marked patrol cars 
with over 100,000 miles which 
need to be replaced. Radios are 
old and in need of replacement 
and additional personnel are 
needed to handle the increase 
in demand for service. Twelve 
of the present 18 officers are 
part-time and can work an 
average of about only 20 hours 
per week. Training of officers 
is critical and costs money in 
order to provide the level of 
service needed. 

The purpose of the 1 mill is to 
supplement the present budget 
for which there is no specific 
police funding, thus allowing us 
to achieve a level of service 
which has been needed for 
many years. For too long, we 
have approached law enforce¬ 
ment from a corrective view, 
with this increase, we may use 
a preventative approach and, 
hopefully, over time reduce our 
costs but improve our service 
to you.

However, what has not 
ended is the friendships we 
cultivated, a friendship which 
has sustained us and brought 
us even more closer together 
than ever before because of 
what we have experienced 
together — being placed on a 
four-day work week status, eli¬ 
mination of our COLA pay¬ 
ments while continuing COLA 
for others, and having an im¬ 
passe position imposed on us in 
which we have no rights other 
than the rights management 
wants us to have. 

For the past year the news 
media and politicians have had 
a field day at our expense and 
we saw ourselves made the 
sacrificial lamb for all the 
County’s problems. We became 
known as “those hospital em¬ 
ployees” even though we are 
County employees who hap¬ 
pened to work in a department 
of the County which happened 
to be Wayne County General 
Hospital. 

Cheap shots were aimed spe¬ 
cifically towards the members 
of the AFSCME bargaining 
unit. The fact that the deficit 
was there long before the mem¬ 
bers became unionized and the 
fact that the cost of living allo¬ 
wance was instituted because 


the cost of living was rising 
faster than the employees’ 
salaries were completely 
ignored. 

Repeatedly it was reported 
that the salary surveys con¬ 
ducted showed that the “hospit¬ 
al employees” were overpaid.

Will they 
now refer to us as County em¬ 
ployees — the hospital no lon¬ 
ger exists? And, we wonder 
among ourselves that when the 
County is still unable to ba¬ 
lance the budget and if we be¬ 
come known as County em¬ 
ployees, will we once again 
have to take the responsibility 
for the unbalanced budget? 

We have weathered many a 
storm together and we all will

We are proud to have been a 
part of Wayne County General 
Hospital’s 150-year history and 
this, no one can take away 
from us.

Ford vs. Carlson: 15th District 
candidates agree on very little

Ideologically speaking, Wil¬ 
liam Ford and Gerald Carlson 
live in different worlds. 

Cong. Ford, serving in his 
10th term as representative of 
the 15th District, is considered 
a liberal Democrat. Carlson, 
his opponent for the House 
seat, is one of the more con¬ 
troversial political candidates 
around, favoring “equal 
rights for the (white) Euro¬ 
pean ethnics.” Although run¬ 
ning as a Republican, state 
Republican leaders have de¬ 
nounced his platform and 
labeled the Wayne resident a 
“White supremacist.” 

Ford’s response to Carl¬ 
son's request for a public de¬ 
bate gives an indication of 
how deeply-rooted feelings 
are in this campaign. 

“I have no intention of 
appearing on a platform with 
a man whose announced prin¬ 
ciples are anti-American,” 
Ford declared. “He speaks of 
nothing but race, bigotry and 
religious hatred. 

“This type of political phi¬ 
losophy is so alien and danger¬ 
ous that it would be irresponsi¬ 
ble for me to give it any public 
notice whatsoever,” he said. 
“I appreciate the fact that the 
Republican Party from top to 
bottom has denounced his 
candidacy.” 

Carlson, 42, defeated Glen 
Kassel in the primary and ran 
against Ford in 1982 as a 
Democrat. In 1980 he upset 
James Caygill of Woodhaven 
in the primary, receiving 
some 56 percent of the Repub¬ 
lican vote. 

“I am not a geneticist,” he 
said in reponse to being called 
a white supremacist. “I’m not 
here to argue genetics. I and 
my people (European minor¬ 
ities) are suffering because of 
the claims of black people. 

“Basically I'm opposed to 
integration,” he said. “I don’t

the U.S. Air Force and also 
speaks German and Swedish. 

Ford was born in 1927 in De¬ 
troit and after earning his law 
degree at the age of 26 he be¬ 
came Justice of the Peace in 
Taylor Township. He served 
in the Michigan State Senate 
from 1962 through 1964 and 
was elected to the 89th Con¬ 
gress in 1964. 

As Chairman of the Post 
Office and Civil Service Com¬ 
mittee and its Subcommittee 
on Investigations, Ford 
directs Congressional over¬ 
sight on the entire Federal 
civilian payroll of $69.9 billion 
and the U.S. Postal Service

which was issued in 1983. 

A resolution passed by the 
Michigan Republican State 
Committee last June de¬ 
nounced Carlson’s candidacy, 
stating: (State Committee) 
deplores and absolutely re¬ 
jects the viewpoints and be¬ 
liefs of Mr. Carlson and re¬ 
pudiates his candidacy; there 
is no room in the Republican 
Party for Gerald Carlson or 
his ilk.”

“All is flux, nothing stands 
still.” Heraclitus (c. 540-475

Change. Many welcome it, 
thriving on its challenges. Others 
resist it, fearing its consequ¬ 
ences. Always, change inescap¬ 
able, an inevitable part of our 
lives. 

In a changing world, this is the 
century of greatest change. 
More change, for better or 
worse, has occurred in the past 
84 years than in all recorded his¬ 
tory, cultural historian say. 
Waht’s more, the velocity, scale 
and impact of those transforma¬ 
tions have been immense. 

It took the human race close to 
a million years to reach a billion 
in population now humanity in¬ 
creases by a billion in less than 20 
years. Weapons, once local in im¬ 
pact, today have devastating 
potential on a global scale. On 
the beneficial side, though, new 
high-tech sensors are able to re¬ 
place exploratory surgery, 
allowing physicians to ‘ ‘see’ ’ into 
the body with unprecedented 
clarity. 

Even the pace of change in the 
arts has speeded up. Plato said 
that Egyptian art had not 
changed in 10,000 years—not ex¬ 
actly a true statement, but accu¬ 
rate enough when compared 
with the shifting trends of cub¬ 
ism, surrealism and all the other 
art “isms” of the yet-unfinished 
20th century. 

The pace of change can be me¬ 
asured in personal ways. Sum¬ 
mer vacations were unknown to 
most people in 1900. Or, take the 
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ship and shore 


matter of hats: Not so long ago 
their wearing was the custom of 
every self-respecting man and 
boy. And as a symbol of change 
in domestic life, there is no better 
example than the disappearance 
of the piano, once second only in 
importance to the kitchen stove 
in the American home. 

Paradoxically, change, even 
when it is for the better, may 
take something from our lives. 
Paris for the weekend and China 
in a number of hours are now real 
possibilities, but the cultural 
historian David McCullough

planners and anthropologists, 
psychologists and philosophers, 
“Change” explores the remark¬ 
able social, personal and tech¬ 
nological transformations that 
have occurred during this cen¬ 
tury. A principal theme suggests 
that because more profound 
changes lie ahead “we must 
understand the nature of change 
— its causes and effects — its 
dangers and possibilities.” 

Many of the large changes that 
loom ahead are sure to raise dif¬ 
ficult moral and ethical ques¬ 
tions, Taylor and several 
essayists predict. The issue of 
the distribution of wealth is one. 
Conventional wisdom holds that 
a society benefits economically 
by increased productivity, Ro¬ 
ger L. Shinn, Reinhold Niebuhr 
professor of social ethics at Un¬ 


ion Theological Seminary, notes. 

“But if productivity rises 
through displacement of work¬ 
ers by robots and other 
machines, the problem of pover¬ 
ty appears in new forms. And the 
economic processes that lead to 
unemployment may becomle 
stronger than the ethical con¬ 
cerns that motivate the society to 
cure unemployment.” 

“As much as we would like to 
believe so, change does not al¬ 
ways mean progress,” Taylor 
commented. “Whereas it is not 
inherently good, it is not neces¬ 
sarily bad. Change however, 
does have consequences. They 
can be positive or negative, or 
both or neither. Change is filled 
with paradoxes and contradic¬ 
tions; it is sometimes not easily

that high fashion’s top designers 
are beginning to use it without 
shame,” observes essayist Car¬ 
ter Wiseman, architecture critic 
of New York magazine. 

Plastics also are now essential 
to, among others, the construc¬ 
tion and health care industries. 
Once-fatal injuries can now be 
alleviated with man-made re¬ 
placement parts. 

And yet, for all the advantages 
that the synthetic tide provides, 
Wiseman warns there are 
hazards that cannot be ignored. 
Unbreakable plastic bottles, for 
one — the very containers filled 
with all-natural sparkling water 
— will not disintegrate under 
normal processes of decay, ex¬ 
cept burning, “and then they will 
become part of a growing global 
trash cloud.” There is a philo¬ 
sophical danger with synthetics 
as well. The products of nature 
have offered a guide to the under¬ 
standing of what is real, he says, 
but as they “recede from us, our 
search for reality grows more 
difficult.” 

Within another cultural 
change, seemingly harmless, 
lurks a possible blow to the quali¬ 
ty of daily life. Of all things, it 
involves catalog shopping, once 
a necessity in rural areas, but 
now gaining status with busy 
consumers. In tandem with this 


trend is the continuing spread of 
large shopping complexes 
across the country, whether foot- 
ball-field-sized malls or multi¬ 
level city boutiques stacked high 
like building blocks. 

“How sorely will we miss our 
once nicely socialized buying 
habits along ordinary and friend¬ 
ly streets?” asks architect 
Charles King Hoyt. 

Significant, life-altering 
change can come in small ways. 
The automobile, television and 
now the computer may be the big 
engines of 20th-century change, 
but historian McCullough asks 
what life would be like without 
the following items unknown be¬ 
fore 1900: traffic lights, one-way 
streets, windshield wipers, pap¬ 
er clips, the zipper, the safety 
razor, aspirin, Band-Aids, can¬ 
ned tomato juice, Kleenex, tab¬ 
loid newspapers, sliced bread, 
instant coffee, contact lenses and 
push-button phones. 

The matter of long-term 
effects of change on society, 
however, require different solu¬ 
tions. The historical record de¬ 
monstrates that societies have 
collapsed because they failed to 
keep up with fundamental 
change in conditions around 
them. Our own, author Robert 
Theobald observes, is confronted 
by two factors that complicate 
our adaptive ability; the need to 


consider the impact of our ac¬ 
tions on all peoples and on the 
total environment, and the ne¬ 
cessity of adjusting values 
learned early in life to cope with 
great change. 

But Theobald, among other 
“Change” essayists, is sanguine 
about the future. “Once we break 
out of despair and look toward 
the potential of a'better future, 
we will see that we have time to 


be positively creative,” he says, 
“for it is only if the human race 
grows up that it can avoid blow¬ 
ing itself up.”

On the wall of the weight 
room at John Glenn High 
School is painted a helmet with 
the words “Never Give Up,” a 
motto that every Rocket foot¬ 
ball squad through the years 
has carried proudly into battle. 

Last Friday afternoon, at 
Highland Park’s Polar Bear 
Field, the Rockets lived up to 
that philosophy offered by Win¬ 
ston Churchill in a dramatic 
come-from-behind effort 
against Highland Park, 21-12. 

Coach Chuck Gordon, who 
achieved his 50th coaching vic¬ 
tory in the effort, felt: “It was 
a tremendous effort to beat 
someone of their caliber, some¬ 
one who had won a conference 
championship. It was tre¬ 
mendous to beat someone of 
this nature:” 

Glenn entered the game as 
an underdog, having sustained 
a 20-7 loss at the hands of 
North Farmington the previous 
week. But the 34 players and 
three coaches responded to the 
challenge. 

And what a challenge to walk 
into — Highland Park came 
into the came with a 5-2 record, 
having won its last five games 
including a victory over Dear¬ 
born Heights Robichaud that 
netted the Polar Bears the Sub¬ 
urban Athletic Conference 
championship. 

“They have great size and 
worried us going in,” said Gor¬ 
don. “Our players came to play 
and it took a lot of enthusiasm 
and effort to offset this (their 
size).” 

Highland Park opened the 
scoring in the first quarter be¬ 
hind the running of Richard 
Branch (Sr., 5-10, 197) and Ed¬ 
ward White (So., 5-10; 173) who 
got the ball to the 33-yard line. 

At the 6:00 mark, quarter¬ 
back Lemuel Jones (Jr., 6-1, 
158) took the snap from center, 
stepped back and launched a 
pass to Lyman DePriest (So., 
6-7, 177). DePriest caught the 
ball between two defenders and 
raced to the end zone. The Po¬ 
lar Bears decided to go for two, 
but they were stopped and led 
only 6-0. 

Glenn concentrated on get¬ 
ting their act together as their 
defense held them in the game. 
Of course, they also got help 
from junior Rick Hassen, who 
was appearing in his first game 
as the punter. With Glenn back- 
edup to their own goal line, 
Hassen boomed the ball out of 
trouble, all the way to the 15- 
yard line. The punt was re¬ 
corded to have traveled 70 
yards, breaking the previous 
school record of 64 set by 
Frank Sprinkle in 1983. 

“It (the punt) really got us 
out of a hole,” said Gordon. 
“We were behind 6-0 at the 
time. It got us field position for 
our defense.”

problem. Then you'll know what 
kind of shape you’re in, and the 
doctor can prescribe an 
appropriate exercise plan Even 
if there is no question of heart 
disease, an exercise training 
program is highly desirable, if 
you have been sedentary. 

“The key is building up your 
body so it can handle the strain of 
hunting,” he added “You don’t 
stop and think about it but you’re 
doing a lot of work during that 
time of so-called relaxation with 
friends. Think of all the walking 
you do. carrying heavy supplies, 
and often in colder weather. That 
all puts a strain on your heart In 
fact, your little outing can quad¬ 
ruple the heart’s workload.” 

Dr. Gordon offered some pre¬ 
cautions that hunters can take: 

• Never hunt alone. 

• Know where to get help in 
case of emergency — any kind of 
emergency. You should know 
how to reach the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment or other emergency medic¬ 
al aid in the area in which you’re 
hunting. 

• Be sure you're in condition 
A program of moderate exercise 
will help put you in better condi¬ 
tion to withstand some of the 
situations you’re likely to en¬ 
counter while hunting. But. be 
sure your doctor has evaluated 
you for your ability to exercise 
ana participate in such a prog¬ 


ram if there is any question of a 
heart problem. 

• Wear warm clothing that 
protects head, ears, hands and 
throat. Cold weather puts an 
added strain on the heart. 

• Know the symptoms of heart 
attack: a feeling of fullness, 
heaviness or squeezing pain in 
the center of the chest, which 
may spread to arms, shoulders, 
neck or jaw and may be accom¬ 
panied by nausea, vomiting, 
sweating or shortness of breath. 
If someone in your party experi¬ 
ences these symptoms, get help 
fast. 

• If you’re on medication for 
your heart, make sure that all 
members of your hunting party 
know where you keep your 
medication, and how it should be 
used 

• Don't tire yourself exces¬ 
sively. Take the hunting, the eat¬ 
ing and the celebration in reason¬ 
able doses. and get plenty of rest. 

• Watch your alcohol intake; 
though it may make you feel war¬ 
mer. alcohol causes your body to 
lose heat faster. 

• Get help to drag your quarry 
oiiT of the woods — it can be very 
physically demanding to do so 
alone 

Dr. Gordon concluded: “We 
urge all hunters to observe these 
precautions, have a good hunt — 
and don’t be a hunting casualty .”

These Articles of Incorporation are signed and acknowledged by the 
Incorporators for the purpose of forming a public corporation of the 
Township of Huron, Michigan (the “Township”) under the provisions of 
Act 338 of the Public Acts of 1974, as amended, as follows: 

ARTICLE I 

The name of the corporation is the ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF HURON. 

ARTICLE II 

The Corporation is organized pursuant to Act 338 of the Public Acts of 
1974, as amended, (Act 338) to perform essential public purposes and 
functions of the Township. Its purpose will be to alleviate and prevent 
conditions of unemployment, to assist and retain local industries and 
commercial enterprises in order to strengthen and revitalize the eco¬ 
nomy of the Township of Huron and the State of Michigan, to provide 
means and methods for the encouragement and assistance of industrial 
and commercial enterprises in locating and expanding in the Township, 
to encourage the location and expansion of commercial enterprises to 
provide needed services and facilities to the Township and the residents 
thereof and to accomplish the foregoing to do the following: 

(a) To construct, acquire by gift or purchase, reconstruct, im¬ 
prove, maintain, repair, acquire the necessary lands for the site for 
“Projects”, which term shall hereinafter mean the following: land 
and existing or planned improvements suitable for and intended for 
or incidental thereto, including a replacement housing project in¬ 
cidental thereto, and machinery furnishings, and equipment neces¬ 
sary, suitable, intended for or incidental to a commercial, indust¬ 
rial, or residential use in connection with the buildings or structures. 

(b) To acquire by gift or purchase the necessary machinery, fur¬ 
nishings, and equipment for Projects.

He/She shall disburse the funds of the Corporation as may be ordered by 
the Board of Directors, taking proper vouchers for such disbursements, 
and shall render to the Board of Directors at the regular meetings of the 
Board of Directors, or whenever they may require, an account of all 
his/her transactions as Treasurer and of the financial condition of the 
Corporation.

the provisions of Section 4 (2) or Act 338. 

B The Officers of the Corporation shall be elected by its Board of 
Directors and shall consist of a Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer 
The Board of Directors may also appoint a Deputy Secretary and 
Treasurer who need not be members of the Board but shall, in the case of 
the Deputy Treasurer, give bond for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
office in such sum and with such sureties as the Board of Directors may 
determine. Two (2) or more offices may be held by the same person but 
an officer shall not execute, acknowledge, or verify an instrument in 
more than one (1) capacity if the instrument is required by law or the 
Articles or Bylaws to be executed, acknowledged, or verified by two (2) 
or more officers. 

C. The Officers of the Corporation shall be elected annually by the 
Board of Directors. If the election of officers shall not be held or made as 
such meeting, such election shall be held or made as soon thereafter as is 
convenient. Each officer so elected or appointed shall hold office for the 
term of which he/she is elected or appointed and until his/her successor is 
elected or appointed and qualified, or until his/her resignation or re¬ 
moval. 

D. A vacancy in any office because of death, resignation, removal, 
disqualification or otherwise, may be filled at any meeting of the Board 
of Directors for the unexpired portion of the term of such office.

Numerous decisions await voters 



Mondale-Ferraro or Reagan-Bush? 
Selection of a presidential ticket is 
but one of many decisions facing vo¬ 
ters next Tuesday; Nov. 6. 

Electors in Western Wayne County 
will tackle a complex ballot featur¬ 
ing federal, state, county and local 
candidates as well as state and local 
proposals. Not all are Democrat or 
Republican either, since representa¬ 
tives of six other parties seek public 
approval — Tisch Independent 
Citizens, Libertarian, Workers 
World, Socialist Workers, Workers 
League and Communist. 

Voters will elect: a U.S. senator 
and representative, a state repre¬ 
sentative, two state board of educa¬ 
tion members, two University of 
Michigan regents, two Michigan 
State University trustees, two 
Wayne State University governors, a 
prosecuting attorney, county sheriff, 
county clerk, county treasurer, reg¬ 
ister of deeds, drain commissioner 
and county commissioner. 

On the non-partisan section of the 
ballot are candidates for several 
judicial posts, including the state 
supreme court, court of appeals, cir¬ 
cuit court, probate and district 
court. A trustee for Wayne County 
Community College also will be 
picked. 

Three state proposals — A, B and 
C — are highlighted with Proposal 
C, the so-called Voter’s Choice 
amendment, easily being the most 
publicized and controversial. 

Locally, a number of township 
races take center stage. In Canton 
and Van Buren Townships, there are 
hotly contested races for supervisor, 
clerk, treasurer and trustees. In¬ 
cumbent James Poole (R) battles 
Harold Stein (D) for the Canton su¬ 
pervisor position while incumbent 
George Craven (D) takes on Lynne 
Hamilton (R) for the top elected 
post in Van Buren. 

Write-in candidates should make 
things interesting in Huron and Sum- 
per Townships. Supervisor Jim 
Reeves and a slate of write-ins will 
challenge Clarence Hoffman Jr. (su¬ 
pervisor) and other victors from the 


primary election in Sumpter 
Township. Clerk Mary Lou Carey is 
a write-in challenger to Ralph 
Dugan in Huron Township's super¬ 
visor matchup.

Local ballot proposals include: 

Romulus — four proposed charter 
amendments that would: 1) extend 
terms of office from two to four 
years, 2) change system for electing 
mayor pro-tern, 3) allow city council 
to set amount paid to members of 
city boards or commissions and 4) 
raise the minimum amount required 
for bidding on city contracts. 

Sumpter — voters will be asked to 
pay for the completion of the 
township’s water lines. 

Van Buren — four proposals re¬ 
quest: 1) building a hydroelectric 
plant at French Landing Dam fi¬ 
nanced through the sale of bonds, 2) 
opening of township’s park to non¬ 
residents, 3) one mill tax increase 
for police equipment and 4) one mill 
tax increase for police equipment 
and 4) one mill tax increase for fire 
equipment. 

State Proposal A — seeks to allow 
the Legislature to approve or dis¬ 


approve administrative rules. 

State Proposal B — attempts to 
establish a natural resources trust 
fund and a board to administer it, to 
provide revenues for it from natural 
resource leases and existing 
funds. State Proposal C — the “Vo¬ 
ter’s Choice” amendment would: 

•Prohibit changes in the base or 
rate of any state or local tax which 
would increase its revenue yield, or 
adoption of new taxes, unless 
approved by voters. 

•Make void 90 days after the adop¬ 
tion of the amendment new or in¬ 
crease rate or base of state or local 
taxes since Dec. 31, 1981 unless/until 
approved by voters and new or in¬ 
creased license, user or permit fees 
since Dec. 31, 1981 unless/until 
approved by voters or 4/5 vote of leg¬ 
islative body, 

•Limit nonresident local political 
subdivision income tax to V 2 of per¬ 
cent, and 

•Require tax proposals to state 
purpose, total anticipated amount 
and expiration date.

Gramlich versus Kosteva 



The race for Michigan state repre¬ 
sentative in the 37th District be¬ 
tween Democrat Jim Kosteva and 
Republican Georgia Gramlich may 
be closer than many observers ex¬ 
pect it to be. due in part to the fact 
that both candidates have had most

of there public exposure as the re¬ 
sult of their battles to keep landfills 
out of Western Wayne County. 

Kosteva, a resident of Canton 
Township and former full-time com¬ 
munity planning consultant for the 
township, has been a member of the 
Wayne County Solid Waste Planning 
Committee, which drew up the plans 
that — should they be accepted by 
the State Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources (DNR) — will limit the num¬ 
ber and placement of landfills in this 
area for years to come. 

Despite his young 32 years, Koste¬ 
va has been working in public ser¬ 
vice positions for more than 10 
years, making him a veteran of 
sorts. 

Gramlich, who only garnished half 
of Kosteva’s 1,632 vote tally in the 
August primary, is running as a Re¬ 
publican in a traditionally Democra¬ 
tic area. But she has invited the chal¬ 
lenge, and a massive door-to-door 
campaign is expected to help her 
gain ground. 

Gramlich sits on the Board of 
Directors of the Southern Michigan 
Environmental Alliance and on the 
legislative committee of the Michi¬ 
gan Toxic Dumpsite Coalition. She 


has been very active in the commun¬ 
ity, particularly on landfill and 
dumpsite issues. 

It is expected that a large part of 
Gramlich’s support will come from 
those actively involved in environ¬ 
mental affairs. She advocates the 
use of alternative methods of getting 
rid of waste, such as “encouraging 
recycling, resource recovery and 
modular incineration, all of which 
were neglected by the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Planning Committee.” 

Likewise, Kosteva is in favor of 
looking at alternative ways of dis¬ 
posing of waste, and stated that 
"burning waste to create energy” 
may be the best way now available. 
He also expressed concern about 
“providing an immediate response 
to existing problem landfills. 

Kosteva also is in favor of tax and 
education reform and says that 
education costs should be funded by 
sales and income tax, rather than 
from property taxes. 

Gramlich has come out in favor of 
the “Voter’s Choice” Amendment, 
claiming that she “doesn't believe in 


taxation without representation... 
such as the 38 percent raise in the 
income tax.

First-term lawmaker Justine Barns 
will be squaring off against a newcom¬ 
er to Westland politics, Edward Zales¬ 
ki in voting Tuesday for the 38th Dis¬ 
trict seat in the State House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Barns, a 16-year veteran of city poli¬ 
tics, is the Democratic candidate in 
the general election, while Zaleski is 
campaigning on the Republican Party 
ticket. 

Barns, 59, served on the Westland 
Charter Commission in 1964 and was 
elected to the City Council in 1966, 
serving on that legislative body until 
1983, \yhen she assumed her duties as a 
state representative. She also was 
elected to and served as vice- 
chairman of the Wayne County Char¬ 
ter Commission in 1980-81. 

The incumbent candidate also has 
served on the Board of Directors of the 
Peoples Community Hospital Author¬ 
ity, the Westland Economic Develop¬ 
ment Advisory Council, Nankin 
Township Planning Commission, 
Michigan Municipal League and the 
Southeast Michigan Council of Gov¬ 
ernments, of which she was an Ex¬ 
ecutive Board member. 

She is a life member of the Wayne 
Ford Civic League, a member of the 
Westland Business and Professional 
Women’s Club, the Westland Chamber 
of Commerce and Westland League of 
Democratic Voters. 

Married, she and her husband

Barns also has been instrumental in 
the passage of a double bunking law, 
that allows two prisoners per jail cell, 
legislation which will save Wayne 
County taxpayers more than $3 million 
annually, and a local lock-up proposal 
that gives local police departments 
control over their jails, which will save 
the City of Westland more than 
$900,000.

Practices in Automotive Products 
Act, also known as the “local content” 
bill and, in fact, I was the sponsor of 
the bill and have made it one of my top 
legislative priorities.” 

Ford, 57, is married and has four 
children. 

Carlson has been associated with 
white supremacy groups and has in 
the past listed a number of problems 
that legislators have failed to deal with 
including violence in the streets, lack 
of law enforcement and solutions to 
lower taxes and the enforcement of 
basic Constitutional rights. 

“I believe in equal rights for white 
Americans,” Carlson said, “and my 
opponent has voted for the Martin 
Luther King Holiday Bill and amnesty 
for illegal aliens along with cross dis¬ 
trict busing which has cost taxpayers 
millions of dollars.” 

Carlson defeated Glen Kassle for the 
Republican Party’s nomination for the 
15th district.

Who’ll lead Van Buren: Democrats 


When he was 
elected to office in 
1982, Van Buren 
Township supervisor 
George Craven inher¬ 
ited a township laden 
with controversy and 
scandal. The town¬ 
ship voters had 
ousted five board 
members from office 
and received the res¬ 
ignation of a police 
commander. 

Two years later. 
Craven has brought 
confidence back to 
the township. His low 
profile and soft- 
spoken manner has 
restored a “positive 
feeling about our 
township.” 

“I believe that this 
administration and 
this board have res¬ 
tored confidence in 
government,” said 
Craven. 

Craven, 56, is an 
architect who be¬ 
lieves that he has ful¬ 
filled his campaign 
promises of two years 
ago. He has plans for 
the township’s future, 
namely, explore pav¬ 
ing township roads 
where residents deem 
necessary and seeing 
the French Landing 
Dam project become 
a reality. 

“I am not looking 
for a mandate from 
the people,” Craven 
says, ‘‘because an 
elected official with a 
mandate can get com¬ 
placent. I do believe 
that our programs 
are working, and that 
we have proven that 
Van Buren can thrive. 

Craven also said his 
administration was 
instrumental from 
preventing Berlinn & 
Ferro from dumping 
toxic waste in Van 
Buren. He would con¬ 
tinue to guard against 
such intrusions. 

‘‘The next four 
years are very impor¬ 
tant to each and every 
one of us,” Craven 
concludes, “and 
working together we 
can make the quality 
of life better in Van 
Buren.” 


Campaigning on 
her record, incum¬ 
bent Donna Hall is 
asking voters to re¬ 
turn her to the 
township treasurer’s 
office. 

“I have reorga¬ 
nized our investment 
program, maximiz¬ 
ing the yield on our in¬ 
vestments,” said Hall 
who has served as 
treasurer since 1982 
and was elected in 
1978 as a trustee. 
“Our investments 
have proven to be 
financially sound and 
in the words of a state 
auditor, our town¬ 
ship’s investment 
program has been 
‘one of the best in the 
state’”. I believe that 
says a lot.” 

Hall, 34, has served 
as the township com¬ 
munity development 
and grants coordina¬ 
tor and also served as 
the Economic De¬ 
velopment Corpora¬ 
tion as vice chair¬ 
woman. 

She has been in¬ 
strumental in bring¬ 
ing to the forefront 
the French Landing 
Dam project, hoping 
to see the dam 
produce hydro¬ 
electricity for the 
area and township. 
She strongly believes 
that the project will 
financially benefit the 
township and that the 
profits earned from 
the production of elec¬ 
tricity will help fi¬ 
nance a wide range of 
local programs. 

> Hall also was a 
catalyst for admi¬ 
nistering grants prog¬ 
rams for the Huron 
River Sanitary Sew¬ 
er, paving of Old Tyl¬ 
er Road to allow ac¬ 
cess to the new In¬ 
dustrial Park and 
helping to bring the 
Coca Cola Bottlers’ 
district plant to the 
township. During her 
tenure the Thunder- 
line Corporation 
moved to Van Buren 
and Huron Valley 
Steel completed a $2.5 
million expansion. 


Active in local and 
state politics, Shirley 
Carnahan is seeking 
the office of township 
clerk. Although she 
has worked on the 
campaigns of such 
notables as Cong. Wil- 
liam Ford, House 
Speaker Gary Owen, 
Sen. William Faust 
and Sen. Carl Levin, 
her bid for the 
township clerk’s 
office is her first try 
for elected office. 

“I believe I have a 
wealth of experience 
to offer our township 
after serving on the 
political campaigns 
of many prominent 
legislators,” said the 
5l-year-old Carnahan 
who is a lifetime 
township resident. 

“There is much we 
can do if we work 
together to reach 
mutual goals,” she 
added. 

A member of the 
Van Buren Democra¬ 
tic and the Tri-County 
Democratic Clubs, 
Carnahan is pursuing 
a liberal arts degree 
at Wayne County 
Community College. 
She has attended the 
University of Michi¬ 
gan and Madonna 
College. 

The sister of the for¬ 
mer supervisor of the 
township, Pat Cullin, 
Carnahan is present¬ 
ly the manager of a 
Belleville apartment 
complex. 

“I have raised my 
children here in this 
township,” says Car¬ 
nahan, “and I believe 
that this is a viable 
community to live in. 
But, if we stand still, 
we will become stag¬ 
nated. New programs 
must be introduced to 
keep in step with 
progress. 

“And I believe I can 
help formulate those 
programs for the 
good of our com¬ 
munity.” 


Jerry Maton, the 
“dean” of the Van 
Buren Township 
Board of Trustees, 
has served the com¬ 
munity intermittent¬ 
ly as a trustee since 
1958 and in that span 
of 22 years has watch¬ 
ed Van Buren develop 
from a rustic com¬ 
munity to one of the 
fastest growing com¬ 
munities in Wayne 
County. 

Maton, 61, feels that 
there is much work 
ahead for the board 
and the citizens of the 
township. And rank¬ 
ing high in the prior¬ 
ity is “cleaning up 
landfills so that they 
don’t endanger the 
welfare, safety and 
health of our resi¬ 
dents.” 

Also of primary 
concern is “the con¬ 
tinuing of monitoring 
the Huron River”, 
one of the natural 
beauties of the 
township. 

Employed in the 
marketing depart¬ 
ment of the Detroit 
Edison Company, 
Maton serves as vice- 
president of the 
Huron River Water¬ 
shed Council. He has 
also served on the 
Township Zoning 
Board of Appeals, the 
Planning Commis¬ 
sion, and the Water & 
Sewer Commission. 

Married to Irene, 
the Matons have 
three children. 

One of Maton’s 
favorite projects is to 
raise vegetables dur¬ 
ing the summer and 
then sell them during 
the Jerry Lewis 
Muscular Dystrophy 
fund drive. Over the 
years, Maton’s pro¬ 
duces have raised 
approximately $9,000 
for the foundation. 

“I do it to help Jer- 
ry’s kids,” Maton 
says. “If you could 
see the expression on 
some of those kids 
faces, you’d do it 
too.” 


Marilyn Montgom¬ 
ery has always had 
her finger on the pulse 
of Van Buren 
Township. Elected as 
a member of the 
Board of Trustees in 
1982, Mrs. Montgom¬ 
ery is seeking re- 
election “to continue 
with the programs we 
have started.” 

Describing herself 
as a “homemaker 
and trustee”, Mont¬ 
gomery brings a wide 
range of credentials 
to the board. First 
elected to the board in 
1982, she has pre¬ 
viously served for six 
years on the Water 
and Sewer Commis¬ 
sion. She has been ac¬ 
tive on the Friends of 
the Fred C. Fischer 
Library and on the 
Belleville Business 
and Professional 
Women’s Club. 

The mother of two 
children and a long¬ 
time resident of the 
township, Montgom¬ 
ery is married to hus¬ 
band, George, who 
has served as Van 
Buren Township’s 
police chief. 

Montgomery was 
recently appointed to 
the Southeast Michi¬ 
gan Council of Gov¬ 
ernment’s Commun¬ 
ity and Economic De¬ 
velopment Commit¬ 
tee as an advisor. 

She lists roads and 
landfills as the two 
major issues 'in the 
election and has con¬ 
cerns over public ser¬ 
vices. 

“I also believe 
there should be a firm 
commitment by our 
township to our 
seniors in way of 
offering them a wide 
range of programs,” 
Montgomery said. 
“Also, better recogni¬ 
tion of talents, ser¬ 
vices or beautifica¬ 
tion of the township on 
the part of the resi¬ 
dents and the admi¬ 
nistration should be 
an integral part of 
this commitment.” 


A member of the 
Van Buren Township 
Planning Commis¬ 
sion and the Township 
Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Fonie Butler 
is making his first bid 
for a seat on the 
township board of 
trustees. 

Stressing that he 
will emphasize the 
quality of any de¬ 
velopment in the 
township, Butler says 
“that throughout the 
many years I have 
been involved in 
many community 
activities and pro¬ 
jects. I believe we can 
make Van Buren a 
quality place to live 
in.” 

Butler, 47, ex¬ 
plained “quality of 
community life as one 
of the major issues of 
the campaign.” 

Coordinator of 
Community Educa¬ 
tion for the Van Buren 
public schools, Butler 
is a member of the 
Executive Board of 
the Van Buren Educa¬ 
tion Association and a 
former member of 
the Strawberry Fes¬ 
tival Committee. 

A resident of Van 
Buren for the past 16 
years, Butler and his 
wife, Sandra, are the 
parents of three chil¬ 
dren. 

Butler also is a 
member of the 
September Days 
Senior Citizens 
Board; Fred Fischer 
Friends of the Lib¬ 
rary Board; and a 
member of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Board of the 
Van Buren Democra¬ 
tic Club. 

“We need to prom¬ 
ote our community to 
developers,” Butler 
says, “and there are 
many ways we can do 
this. The recent 
approval of the school 
millage shows that 
people do care about 
the quality of life and 
education.”

In quest of her first 
elected position in the 
township, Donna 
Clark views the en¬ 
vironment and re¬ 
creation as “most ur¬ 
gent concerns of this 
the community.” 

“We must constant¬ 
ly be in touch with 
those regulatory 
agencies required to 
monitor the landfill 
and the lake,” says 
Clark, who is a 
teacher’s aide in the 
Van Buren Commun¬ 
ity School District. 

Clark says that 
nauseous odors emit¬ 
ting from the local 
landfill have been a 
consistent source of 
irritation to many re¬ 
sidents. A former 
member of the Re 
creation Commis¬ 
sion, Clark also 
pointed out the vital 
importance of the 
parks to the commun¬ 
ity and the township’s 
commitment to the 
youth to have a viable 
recreation program. 

The 44-year-old Van 
Buren native has a 
long list of commun¬ 
ity service projects 
she participates in, 
and among the many 
include district train¬ 
ing officer for the Boy 
Scouts, vice president 
of the Belleville Band 
Boosters and treasur¬ 
er for the Van Buren 
Belleville Democra¬ 
tic Club. 

Married to Clyde R. 
Clark Jr., Clark is the 
mother of three. Her 
past employment in¬ 
cludes a spell as 
township park mana¬ 
ger. She also served 
as the Van Buren unit 
of the Michigan 
Education Support 
Personnel Associa¬ 
tion’s vice president 
and, for her achieve¬ 
ments as an active 
volunteer in the Boy 
Scouts of America she 
was awarded the Sil¬ 
ver Beaver Award. 
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A life-long resident 
of Van Buren, 55- 
year-old R. Lynne 
Hamilton is seeking 
the highest elected 
office Van Buren 
Township has to offer, 
that of supervisor. 

Hamilton is a 
graduate of the Van 
Buren School system 
and Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University. He 
is married to Lois 
and the Hamiltons 
have two children: 
David and Lisa. 

“I am confident 
that my past experi¬ 
ence as a member of 
the board of educa¬ 
tion and as president 
of the school board 
will add to my abil¬ 
ity to conduct the 
activities of township 
supervisor. I will also 
bring to the township 
my many years ex¬ 
perience as a mem¬ 
ber of the Belleville 
City Council.” 

Hamilton is the 
owner of a third gen¬ 
eration local busi¬ 
ness, the Hamilton 
Hardware Company, 
which he operates 
with his son, David.

Hamilton has 
served six years in 
the Michigan Air 
National Guard and 
was on active duty 
during the Korean 
War.

Delphine Dudick is 
the incumbent Van 
Buren Township 
clerk who was elected 
to that office in 1982. 
During her two-year 
tenure as clerk she 
has advocated and 
practiced an “Open 
Door” policy. 

Dudick, 48, is a 10- 
year resident of Van 
Buren Township and 
is a graduate of Huron 
High School in New 
Boston. 

“If re-elected I will 
continue my ‘Open 
Door’ policy as 
clerk,” Dudick said, 
“and I will strive for 
continued cost reduce 
tions everywhere it is 
possible.” 

Dudick was elected 
as clerk in 1982 and 
immediately set ab¬ 
out reducing the cost 
of government. She 
has reduced the 
clerk’s office staff to 
three, and has also re¬ 
duced the operating 
expenses in the office. 

Prior to her elec¬ 
tion, Dudick served in 
the appointed position 
of deputy clerk (1979- 
82).

He oversees 
construction pro¬ 
jects; small as local 
facilities and as large 
as the Monroe Plant. 

Hudson served four 
years (1964-68) with 
the U.S. Army Intelli¬ 
gence Agency and 
served in the Vietnam 
War.
